Pursuant to the Order of Reference of Wednesday, March 9, 2005, the Committee resumed 
consideration of Bill C-420, An Act to amend the Food and Drugs Act. 


The witnesses made statements and answered questions. 

Robert Thibault moved, — Whereas: 

The current regulatory regime for Natural Health Products was created in accordance with the 
recommendations of the 1998 report, Natural Health Products - A New Vision, of the Standing 
Committee on Health; 

The Health Minister has indicated his opposition to the passage of Bill C-420; 

The Committee heard convincing, science-based testimony from witnesses who have indicated their 
support for the current Natural Health Product Regulations. It is clear, based on the evidence, that 


regulating natural health products as foods would have a detrimental impact on consumers; 


The Regulations ensure safety through an appropriate level of oversight, permit a full range of evidence- 
based health claims, and ensure high quality through outcome-based good manufacturing practices; 


The Natural Health Product Regulations ensure increased access to safe, effective and high quality 
natural health products; 


The Regulations reflect the desire of Canadians to develop a regulatory framework appropriate to 
address the risks associated with natural health products;

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The implementation of Bill C-420 would cost the federal government significant dollars to create a new 
regulatory framework; 


Health Canada is taking action to modernize Section 3 and Schedule A of the Food and Drugs Act to 
reflect scientific and medical advances and to ensure that Canadians have access to reliable product 
information to make informed decisions about their health. 


Specifically: 


Health Canada is convening a Scientific Advisory Panel in June 2005 to review and update the diseases 
and conditions listed on Schedule A in order to reflect current scientific understanding. The Panel will 
ensure that Schedule A can keep pace with evolving scientific knowledge by defining criteria for 
making additions and deletions to the list with greater transparency and consistency. 


Health Canada intends to permit evidence-based risk reduction and symptomatic treatment claims for 
Schedule A diseases and conditions through an amendment to the Food and Drug Regulations. This will 
ensure consumers’ access to information regarding preventing or reducing the risk of developing certain 
diseases, but would still lead consumers to seek professional advice for treating serious diseases. 
Canadians will be consulted on this proposed amendment by November 2005. 


Therefore, be it resolved that this Committee, pursuant to Standing Order 97.1, recommends that the 


House of Commons do not proceed further with Bill C-420, An Act to amend the Food and Drugs Act 
(definitions of “food” and “drug”).

The campaign must be carried out in Montreal, Toronto, Vancouver, Halifax, Akwesasne and 
Kanesatake from May to September 2005. Health Canada must report back to the federal Minister of 
Health by September 30, 2005, and the federal Minister of Health must table a progress report to the 
Standing Committee on Health by October 30. 


That the federal Minister of Health and the public safety minister report to the House annually, on the 
status of cigarette smuggling in Canada. 


That Health Canada, in conjunction with the Department of Finance, estimate the turning point for the 
tax rate on tobacco, with the double goal of combating tobacco use and increasing tax revenues. That 
this study be tabled jointly before the Standing Committee on Health and the Standing Committee on 
Finance by October 30, 2005. 


And that the Committee report and make recommendations to the House of Commons.

Whereas the Standing Committee on Health feels that the imminent adoption of these bills constitutes a 
threat to the integrity of our health systems and could deprive patients of the availability of low-cost 


prescription drugs. 


Whereas the Standing Committee on Health is urging the Minister of Health to demonstrate vigilance in 
this matter. 


Therefore be it resolved, that the Standing Committee on Health, before any other business, invite the 
Minister of Health to come and explain the measures that he must take to ensure that the reserves of 
prescription drugs and prescription drug price controls are protected for patients. 


After debate, the question was put on the motion and it was agreed to. 


Rob Merrifield moved, — Whereas, the U.S. Congress might adopt legislation within weeks to legalize 
bulk imports of prescription drugs from Canada, 


Therefore, be it resolved that this Committee urges the government to immediately ban bulk exports of 


prescription drugs, with the exception of those produced in Canada for export, and that this 
recommendation be reported to the House.

* Health Canada is taking action to modernize Section 3 and Schedule A of the Food and Drugs Act to reflect 
scientific and medical advances and to ensure that Canadians have access to reliable product information to 
make informed decisions about their health. Specifically: 


- Health Canada convened a Scientific Advisory Panel in September 2005 to review and update the diseases and 
conditions listed on Schedule A in order to reflect current scientific understanding, and to consider options for 
achieving the objectives of Section 3 and Schedule A in general while keeping pace with evolving scientific 
knowledge. The Panel is expected to report to Health Canada in October 2005. 


- Health Canada intends to proceed with regulatory amendments in order to modernize how it achieves the 
objectives of Section 3 and Schedule A of the Food and Drugs Act while supporting Canadians’ ability to make 
healthy choices and informed decisions about their health with trustworthy product information. 


¢ The current regulatory regime for Natural Health Products was created in accordance with the 
recommendations of the 1998 report, Natural Health Products - A New Vision, of the Standing Committee on 


Health; 


¢ The Committee heard convincing, science-based testimony from witnesses who have indicated their support 
for the current Natural Health Product Regulations. It is clear, based on the evidence, that regulating natural 
health products as foods would have a detrimental impact on consumers because, with very few exceptions, 
foods are not subject to pre-market review and food labels do not provide treatment, dosage, or warning 


information; 


* The Regulations ensure safety through an appropriate level of oversight, permit a full range of evidence-based 
health claims, and ensure high quality through outcome-based good manufacturing practices; 


¢ The Regulations were developed following extensive consultations and, thus, reflect the desire of Canadians 
for a regulatory framework appropriate to the level of risk associated with natural health products. 


Therefore, be it resolved that this Committee, pursuant to Standing Order 97.1, recommends that the House of 
Commons do not proceed further with Bill C-420, An Act to amend the Food and Drugs Act.
